Its 
import’ discerned, there would appear a con- 
vincing answer to the: heartless assertion that 
these cruelties are practiced in the name- of 
humanity... That section of her will reads, in 


part, as follows: 


I have’ always been opposed to the practice of vivi- 
section of animals for scientific: or other purposes. I 
believe’ it; ta be cruel and barbarous, and that the 
advantages to be derived therefrom do not warrant this 
practice. I, therefore, direct my said trustees to vigor- 
ously and continuously oppose the practice of vivisection 
by assisting in thes publication and the circulation of 
writings and the delivery of lectures that tend to dis- 
courage and terminate this practice and by favoring 
and aiding the enactment of such legislation as will 
make this practice of vivisection unlawful. And as 
this provisién relating te the practice of vivisection is 
more vital to me in interest than any other provision 
that I have* herein made for the humane treatment of 
dumb animals, I desire that my said trustees expend 
from the income of said fund such sum or sums of money 
asin their, judgment will most effectively carry. out my 
will in this respect. 

Other gifts provide funds to be used in aiding 
those activities which Miss Crabtree believed 
will bring comfort and.a méasure of - ‘happiness 
to the distressed and the needy. To the men 
and women who served in the Great War, and 
who, as she expressed it, “can never receive 
adequate compensation, or reward for what 
they helped to accomplish for the well-being 
of their country and mankind,” she gave liber- 
ally, establishing for them a trust embodying 
half her estate. Invalids in hospitals, prisoners 
in need of ‘help when they again face an un- 
sympathetic world, impoverished members of 
the profession which she once graced; children 
of the poor at, Christmas time, worthy students 
struggling to gain an education, and many 
others, ‘are likewise’'made the grateful. bene- 
ficiaries of her generous bounty.
